You find that you can read all 


the letters without any difficulty. 


Now It is comforting to learn that 


your eyes arc perfect, but they are 
giving you trouble Just the same. 


You find that after you hare been 


reading for a little while that the 
type seems to "blur," and you find 
ft necessary to take your eyes from 
the pages for a minute or two. Yon 
notice also that your eyelids seem 
to be red and heavy. When you go 
outdoors on a "sunny" day. the 
eyes pain 
you slightly. There Is 


often an undue amount of moisture 
about the eyes, and our old friends,

What Is the matter? 
Simply overuse of the eyes, that's
